STATS  AND  FEDERAL  FUNDS  FOR  CIVIL  DEFENSE 
PART  I - GENE-RAL  INFORMTION 


1,  Act  No.  6 of  the  1951  Session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
approved  by  Governor  Fine  on  March  19,  1951,  provides  all  political  sub- 
divisions of  the  Commonwealth  (counties,  cities,  boroughs,  incorporated  towns 
and  townships)  with  the  power  to  raise  and  expend  funds  for  civil  defense. 
District,  county  and  local  civil  defense  organizations  must  depend  for  support 
of  their  activities  primarily  upon  fxmds  provided  by  their  respective  county, 
city,  borough,  town  and  township  authorities, 

2,  The  purpose  of  tiiis  circiilar  is  to  provide  District  Civil  Defense 
Coordinators  and  County  and  Local  Civil  Defense  Directors  with  essential 
information  concerning  State  and  federal  funds  currently  available  for  civil 
defense. 


3,  The  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  is  dependent  for  discharge  of 
its  duties  primarily  upon  funds  specifically  appropriated  for  its  use  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth,  Detailed  infornation  concerning  the 
amount  and  use  of  these  funds  is  presented  below  (Part  II,  Paragraphs  8 
through  11), 

li,  A secondary  source  of  funds  occasionally  available  not  only  to 
the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense,  but  also  to  district,  county  and  local 
civil  defense  organizations,  is  through  allocation  of  federal  funds  to  the 
Commonwealth  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  on  a dollar-for- 
dollar  matching  basis.  Detailed  information  concerning  the  availability  and 
use  of  these  funds  is  also  presented  below  (Part  III,  Paragraphs  12  through 
lii). 


5,  Regulations  governing  the  disbursal  of  federal  matching  funds 
for  civil  defense  are  promulgated  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration, 
Many  of  these  regulations  are  both  complicated  and  highly  restrictive, 

6,  Representatives  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  have  made 
repeated  attempts  to  have  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration’s  regula- 
tions governing  matching  funds  both  simplified  and  relaxed,  but  these  efforts 
have  met  with  very  little  success.  For  this  reason,  a major  portion  of  this 
circular  (Part  VI,  Paragraphs  25  through  37)  is  devoted  to  a digest  of 
essential  information  concerning  the  availability  and  use  of  federal  matching 
funds  allocated  to  the  Commonwealth  for  civil  defense  training  and  education. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  summary  will  prove  helpful  to  district,  county  and 
local  officials, 

7,  District  Coordinators  and  County  and  Local  Civil  Defense 
Directors  can  rely  upon  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  to  lend  all  possible 
assistance  in  their  efforts  to  secure  federal  matching  funds  for  use  by 
district,  county  and  local  organizations, 

PART  II  - C0^M0m^?EALTH  FUNDS  FOR  THE  STATE  COUNCIL 

8,  For  the  two  years  beginning  June  1,  1951  and  ending  May  31> 

1953>  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  recently  appropriated  for  use 
by  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  a total  of  !i)I|,000,000,00  (less  expendi- 
tures for  salaries  and  other  essentials  made  against  a general  emergency 
appropriation  during  the  period  from  June  through  December,  1951).

(a)  A basic  training  co\irse  for  all  civil  defense  workers,  designed 
to  provide  a "foundation"  for  specialized  forms  of  civil  defense 
workj 

(b)  A rescue  course  for  rescue  workers j 

(c)  Specialized  medical  training  courses,  such  as  operation  of 
emergency  hospitals,  operation  of  blood  banks,  medical  aspects  of 
defense  against  radiological,  chemical  and  biological  warfare,  and 
organization  and  operation  of  district,  county  and  local  health 
servicesj 

(d)  Specific  projects  for  training  individuals  and  families  in 
self -protection; 

(e)  Special  training  courses  for  communications  and  control  center 
workers ; 

(f)  Training  of  workers  assigned  to  supervision  of  transportation 
operations;  and 

(g)  Specialized  training  of  wardens,  especially  as  related  to 
firefighting  in  the  home. 

Many  other  types  of  courses  designed  to  provide  specialized  training  of  civil 
defense  also  may  meet  the  prescribed  federal  regulations, 

36,  Preliminaiy  applications  for  federal  matching  funds  for  use 
in  the  purchase  of  training  and  education  equipment,  materials  and  facilities 
should  be  submitted  in  triplicate  and  consist  of: 

(a)  A "project  proposal  statement",  including  a brief  description 
of  the  proposed  project;  estimate  of  number  of  individuals  to  be 
trained;  statement  of  the  number  of  qualified  instructors  available 
(indicate  whether  paid  or  volunteer);  summary  of  equipment, 
materials  and  facilities  now  available  for  use;  and  an  outline  of 
proposed  curricul'um  and  methods  of  instruction;  and 

(b)  An  itemized  list,  together  with  estimated  cost  figures  for 
each,  of  the  equipment,  materials  and  facilities  to  be  purchased 
xjith  matching  funds. 

Those  district  f,  county  and  local  organizations  submitting  preliminary  applica- 
tions which  the  State  Council  considers  eligible  for  federal  approval  will  be 
furnished  the  federal  forms  required  for  completion  of  the  formal  application 
and  its  transmittal  to  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration,  (Unless 
examination  of  the  preliminary  applications  indicates  that  they  will  be 
finally  approved  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration,  the  Council 
considers  it  unreasonable  to  ask  district,  county  and  local  organizations 
to  fill  out  the  various  federal  forms  required  for  formal  submission  of  the 
applications  to  the  Federal  Government,) 

37*  Should  the  total  request  for  matching  funds  for  training  and 
education  equipment,  materials  and  facilities  (including  those  required  by 
the  State  Council  for  the  statewide  program  together  with  those  submitted 
by  district,  co\mty  and  local  organizations)  exceed  the  total  training  and 
education  funds  allocated  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense 
Administration,  the  State  Council  will  apply  for  additional  funds  which  may 
become  available  through  reallocation  of  unused  funds  returned  by  other  states. 
In  the  event  that  the  request  for  supplemental  funds  cannot  be  granted;  the 
State  Council  will  reduce  its  own  requests  and/or  those  filed  by  district, 
county  and  local  organizations  to  the  minimum  necessary  extent  and  in  a 
manner  deemed  to  be  least  detrimental  to  the  over-all  civil  defense  program 
within  the  Commonwealth,
